The  FISHER  peach  was  discovered  as  a  bud  sport  of  the  VALIANT  in 
August  1934  near  Queenston,  Ontario,  Canada.  Mr.  Fisher  found  these 
large  well  formed  peaches  growing  on  a  single  limb  of  a  Valiant  tree  in  his 
orchard,  being  attracted  to  the  peach  from  the  fact  that  it  was  ripening  fully 
3  weeks  before  the  Valiant  peaches  on  the  rest  of  the  tree.  He  was  amazed 
by  this  freak  of  Nature  and  immediately  examined  the  tree  carefully  and  the 
limb  seemed  to  be  perfectly  sound  and  healthy.  Realizing  the  commercial 
possibilities  of  a  peach  of  this  type  and  season,  Mr.  Fisher's  next  concern 
was  whether  the  fruit  would  carry  through  to  succeeding  generations.  To  test 
it  as  quickly  as  possible  he  top  worked  a  two  year  old  Valiant  tree  with  12 
buds  from  the  Sport  limb  the  first  week  in  September  1934.  Every  bud  lived 
on  the  Top  worked  tree  and  made  a  very  remarkable  growth  during  1935, 
developing  a  number  of  fruit  buds  on  the  new  growth.  The  Parent  limb 
again  bore  a  heavy  crop  in  1935  and  the  peaches  developed  as  they  did  in 
1934  THE  PEACH  WAS  MEDIUM  TO  LARGE,  YELLOW  FLESHED 
AND  A  FREESTONE.  THE  PEACH  HAS  A  DARK  RED  BLUSH 
COVERING  NEARLY  HALF  OF  THE  PEACH;  EXCELLENT  FLA¬ 
VOR,  FINE  GRAINED  FLESH  SHOWING  NO  RED  ABOUT  THE 
PIT.  THE  PEACHES  HANG  WELL  TO  THE  TREE.  The  Parent 
limb  repeated  with  a  fine  crop  in  1936  and  the  top  worked  tree  set  a  crop 
which  required  thinning,  the  remaining  peaches  on  the  top  worked  tree  de¬ 
veloped  exactly  as  those  on  the  Parent  Limb.  HERE  WAS  A  PEACH  OF 
FINE  QUALITY,  A  YELLOW  FREESTONE  PEACH,  RIPENING  SEV¬ 
ERAL  DAYS  BEFORE  ORIOLE  AND  10  DAYS  BEFORE  GOLDEN 
JUBILEE,  THE  PEACH  SHOWING  EVERY  INDICATION  OF  DEVEL¬ 
OPING  INTO  A  GREAT  COMMERCIAL  PEACH.  In  1937  Mr.  Geo.  W. 
Kemp  and  Mr.  Homer  Kemp  of  our  nursery  journeyed  to  Canada  to  see  this 
peach.  The  original  limb  as  well  as  the  top  worked  tree  had  a  fine  crop  and 
on  August  12,  1937  we  photographed  the  peach  in  colors  with  our  moving 
Picture  equipment  so  we  could  show  these  pictures  to  our  customers  and  let 
them  see  for  themselves  just  what  the  fruit  was  like.  We  also  photographed 
the  Marigold,  Oriole  and  Golden  Jubilee  in  the  same  orchard  so  as  to  give 
the  comparative  season  of  these  varieties.  We  have  entered  into  a  growing 
and  distribution  contract  with  Mr.  Fisher  for  the  distribution  of  this  peach 
to  our  customers  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.

The  ‘‘ERLY — RED — FRE”  originated  as  a  chance  seedling  in  the  orchard 
of  Wm.  Perry  near  Chase  City,  Virginia.  Apparently  the  “ERLY — RED — 
FRE”  is  the  result  of  the  planting  of  a  Red  Bird  seed.  The  parent  tree  is 
now  about  nine  years  of  age.  Our  attention  was  first  called  to  this  splendid 
peach  in  1935  and  we  instructed  Mr.  Perry  to  bud  the  variety  off  to  see 
whether  it  would  reproduce  true  to  type  in  succeeding  generations.  The 
second  generation  tree  bore  the  first  crop  in  1937  at  2  years  of  age.  The 
fruits  on  these  second  generation  trees  being  identical  to  those  of  the  original 
tree.  In  1938  both  the  original  and  second  generation  trees  had  a  full 
crop  on  them  which  required  heavy  thinning.  We  firmly  believe  that  this 
peach  if  it  will  adapt  itself  to  the  varied  growing  conditions  in  the  peach 
districts  will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  most  valuable  peaches  ever  introduced 
to  the  peach  growing  world.  We  have  never  in  all  of  our  observation  of 
peaches  known  of  an  early  peach  having  so  many  good  characteristics  which 
are  so  outstanding,  that  we  believe  it  stands  today  without  an  equal  for  its 
season.  The  peach  tree  this  year  bloomed  medium  early.  The  blossoms 
are  of  a  medium  open  type  and  pink  and  self-polinating.  We  picked  the 
first  peaches  from  the  second  generation  trees  this  year  on  June  1 1  at  Chase 
City,  Virginia.  The  entire  crop  could  have  been  picked  between  June  11 
and  June  17  for  general  market  purpose.  This  is  about  the  same  season  as 
the  Red  Bird  or  Early  Wheeler,  preceeding  the  Golden  Jubilee  from  two  to 
three  weeks.  The  fruit  is  very  highly  colored  with  an  attractive  bright  red 
on  a  creamy  white  background.  The  skin  is  tough  and  medium  thick.  The 
flesh  of  the  peach  is  of  such  texture  that  it  does  not  show  bruises  readily  and 
is  clear  white  through  to  the  pit.  We  believe  this  peach  has  one  of  the 
smallest  pits  of  any  cultivated  variety  we  know  of  in  existence  today.  The 
flesh  of  the  peach  in  many  cases  is  nearly  one  inch  thick  from  the  pit  to  the 
skin.  We  have  sent  these  peaches  for  hundreds  of  mile  by  parcel  post  for 
observation  and  in  all  cases  they  have  carried  through  to  destination  in  ex¬ 
cellent  condition.  It  shows  unusual  quality  being  comparable  to  a  well  rip¬ 
ened  Bella  Georgia.  The  peach  when  ready  to  pick  resembles  in  shape  the 
Hiley  Belle.  It  will  average  under  proper  growing  conditions  2J4  inches 
and  up  in  size  and  it  can  be  classed  as  a  Freestone  peach.  This  year  be¬ 
cause  of  excessive  wet  weather  occasional  peaches  on  the  tree  adhered 
slightly  to  pit.  Two  of  the  outstanding  characteristics  of  the  variety  is  its 
ability  to  crop  and  its  pronounced  resistance  to  brown  rot.  This  year  the 
second  generation  tree  only  received  two  sprays  after  the  blooming  period 
and  at  picking  time  did  not  show  any  brown  rot,  whereas  Red  Bird  in  the 
same  orchard  under  the  same  growing  conditions  were  completely  destroyed 
with  brown  rot.  This  peach  should  prove  indispensable  to  the  peach  growing 
world  and  we  are  confident  that  it  will  succeed  in  most  all  peach  growing 
sections.  It  will  come  on  the  market  in  the  southern  districts  without  any 
competition  from  any  source  in  a  white  Freestone  peach. 

Our  supply  of  trees  for  delivery  this  year  is  very  limited.  All  orders  will 
be  acknowledged  in  accordance  with  stock  and  size  trees  available  when  order 
is  received.

Planted 
and  producing  in  every  peach  producing  section  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada  and  stands  without 
an  equal  as  an  early,  yellow,  freestone  peach  of  ex¬ 
ceptional  quality.  The  Golden  Jubilee  is  a  second 

generation  seedling  of  the  Elberta  crossed  with  the 
reensboro.  The  tree  is  unusually  hardy.  The  buds 
resist  low  Winter  temperatures  better  than  Elberta 
and  open  later  than  Elberta  which  insures  a  regular 
crop.  The  blossoms  are  self-fertile.  The  peach  is 
medium  to  large  size  and  firm.  From  observation 
we  find  that  the  peach  develops  better  if  a  well  bal¬ 
anced  fertilizer  is  used  and  in  the  lighter  sandy  soils 
of  the  Southern  Peach  producing  areas  where  Jubilee 
is  inclined  to  set  too  heavy  a  crop,  better  fruit  is 
obtained  by  thinning  the  fruit  on  the  tree.  As  the 
tree  grows  older  the  fruit  becomes  firmer  and  de¬ 
velops  more  naturally.  It  proved  to  be  the  best 
money-making  peach  of  the  South  this  year,  many 
sales  running  as  high  as  $3.00  per  bushel  and  we 
believe  it  will  continue  to  gain  in  favor  wherever  it 
is  properly  cared  for.  NO  GENERAL  PLANTING 
OF  PEACHES  IS  COMPLETE  WITHOUT  A  LIB¬ 
ERAL  AMOUNT  OF  GOLDEN  JUBILEE  TREES. 
Ripens  about  four  to  five  weeks  before  Elberta.

Fruit 
is  medium  to  large  in  size,  skin  a  deep  golden  yel 
low  blushed  with  bright  red,  the  flesh  is  firm,  ten¬ 
der,  melting  and  juicy.  Fruit  hangs  exceptionally 
well  to  tree  and  when  full  ripe  is  a  perfect  Free¬ 
stone,  clinging  slightly  when  the  peach  is  hard  ripe, 
an  excellent  market  and  canning  peach  which  is 
adapted  to  both  commercial  and  home  use.

We  strongly  recommend  this  peach 
for  trial  as  a  commercial  variety.  The  Fairs  Beauty 
originated  near  Tyler,  Texas  and  in  trial  plantings 
shows  its  adaptability  to  central  and  eastern  grow¬ 
ing  conditions. 

ROCHESTER.  (8)  Large,  yellow  and  red 
peach.  Flesh  yellow  and  of  fine  quality.

COLORA.  (9)  Our  own 

introduction  of  a  hardy  peach, 
introduced  Spring  of  1936.  A 
new  frost  resistant,  yellow  free¬ 
stone  peach.  This  peach  origin¬ 
ated  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland, 
as  a  sprout  coming  from  the 
root  of  a  Brackett  tree  planted 
about  1920.  It  has  been  produc¬ 
ing  constantly  since  about  1925 
and  came  through  many  years 
with  a  full  crop  when  the  buds 
of  Brackett  on  the  same  tree 
were  entirely  frozen  out.  Sec¬ 
ond  generation  trees  as  well  as 
the  original  branch  have  with¬ 
stood  temperatures  during  the 
past  winters  of  about  17  degrees 
below  zero,  when  most  other  va¬ 
rieties  such  as  Elberta,  Hiley 
Belle,  Belle  of  Georgia,  Early  El¬ 
berta  and  J.  H.  Hale  were  wiped 
out  by  these  low  temperatures.  The  peach  is  an 
attractive  yellow,  freestone,  well-colored  and  of  ex¬ 
cellent  quality,  ripening  about  15  to  20  days  before 
Elberta.  In  size,  it  is  about  the  same  as  Elberta, 
being  typical  Elberta  in  shape.  We  believe  the 
planters  will  find  this  a  valuable  variety  for  plant¬ 
ing  in  cold  areas. 

VEDETTE.  (9a)  A  product  of  the  Vineland 
Experimental  Station,  in  Canada,  proving  unusually 
well  adapted  in  the  various  peach  growing  sections 
of  the  United  States.

The  Vedette  is  proving  very  satisfactory 
in  trial  plantings  near  Columbia  and  Clemson,  South 
Carolina,  as  well  as  other  peach  growing  sections  of 
the  Central  and  Eastern  States.  The  fruit  is  firm 
and  a  good  shipper,  ripening  about  one  week  after 
Golden  Jubilee.  A  fine  peach  that  promises  to  be  a 
real  money-maker  for  the  Southern  Planter  as  well 
as  other  sections,  replacing  the  old  Hiley  with  a 
larger,  better  quality,  yellow,  freestone,  productive 
peach.

Yearling  Peach  Trees  or  June  Bud  Peach  Trees 


Which  Will  You  Plant ? 


We  are  going  to  present  a  few  facts  about  the  growing  of  peach  trees  by 
these  two  methods  and  let  you  be  the  judge  as  to  which  type  of  tree  you  should 
select  for  planting. 

1.  Yearling  peach,  or  dormant  bud  peach  as  they  are  sometimes  called,  are 
produced  by  planting  the  peach  seed  in  the  fall,  allowing  the  seedling  to  grow 
during  the  following  summer,  the  tree  then  being  budded  in  August,  as  a  rule. 
This  bud  remains  dormant  until  the  following  spring  when  the  seedling  top  is 
removed  and  the  bud  allowed  to  grow,  giving  the  bud  a  full  summer  to  make 
its  growth  and  maturity.  In  the  yearling  tree  you  have  a  root  growth  of  two 
years  and  a  top  growth  of  one  year. 

2.  June  budded  peach  are  produced  by  planting  the  seed  in  the  fall,  budding 
these  seedlings  early  the  following  summer  in  Slay  or  early  June.  The  bud 
grows  very  fast  in  the  seedling  tree  at  this  season  of  the  year.  At  the  time  of 
budding,  the  seedling  is  cut  of  broken  in  the  top  to  throw  the  strength  of  the 
tree  to  the  bud,  and  as  soon  as  the  bud  starts,  the  seedling  is  further  broken 
down,  and  in  a  short  time  the  entire  top  of  the  seedling  is  removed.  As  the 
bud  starts  its  growth  and  continues  to  grow,  it  starts  to  branch.  The  branches 
are  suckered  out  to  a  certain  height,  destroying  the  leaf  germ  where  the  limb 
is  removed,  so  that  it  will  never  or  rarely  start  a  new  limb  at  this  point.  This 
is  done  principally  to  force  the  tree  to  a  greater  height.  Under  favorable  con¬ 
ditions  Tune  budded  trees  grow  very  rapidly  and  in  most  cases  are  dug  and  sold 
to  the  planters  that  same  year,  thus  giving  him  only  a  one  year  root  and  a  one 
year  top  to  the  tree. 

We  are  told  that  a  tree  gathers  many  @f  Its  vital  elements  from  the  air, 
which  are  stored  in  the  body  and  root  system  so  that  it  can  come  back  with  full 
vitality  after  going  into  the  dormant  stage  during  the  winter  months.  This  is  a 
logical  fact  which  has  been  proved  many,  many,  times.  Considering  this  fact, 
we  at  once  recognize  that  the  yearling  trees  have  a  definite  advantage  over  the 
June  budded  trees  because  the  seedling  has  a  full  year  of  growth  to  gather 
these  elements,  and  the  new  buds  have  a  full  years  growth  to  gather  these  im¬ 


portant  elements  from  the  air,  whereas  the  June  budded  seedlings  grow  less 
than  three  months,  and  then  go  for  a  period  of  four  to  six  weeks  during  the  best 
of  the  growing  season  when  there  is  no  leaf  surface  whatever  on  the  tree,  to 
gather  these  elements,  thus  compelling  the  the  tree  to  gather  what  it  can  of  these 
important  elements  in  a  period  of  less  than  ninety  days  after  the  bud  starts  to 
grow  We  know  that  millions  of  June  budded  trees  have  been  planted  in  or¬ 
chards  of  Central  and  Southern  areas,  and  many  of  them  develop  rapidly  into 
fine  orchards,  due  principally  to  the  long  growing  season  in  those  sections.  How¬ 
ever  in  recent  years  definite  proof  has  been  established  that  yearling  trees  planted 
at  the  same  time  as  June  budded  trees  have  out-grown  and  produced  heavier 
crops  earlier  than  the  June  budded  trees.  Definite  proof  has  been  established, 
also,  that  a  better  orchard  tree  can  be  developed  from  a  yearling  tree  than  a 
June  budded  type,  due  principally  to  the  method  employed  in  removing  the 
lower  limbs  from  the  June  budded  trees,  which  results  in  destroying  the  body 
buds  on  the  tree,  where  often  one  of  the  main  scaffold  branches  of  the  tree 
should  be  formed. 

it  has  also  been  found  that  yearling  peach  trees  have  proved  more  disease 
resistant  to  many  of  the  common  diseases  of  the  peach  tree  in  the  Southern 
peach  producing  areas.  The  yearling  peach  tree  has  a  harder  wood  and  a  harder 
root  system  in  which  to  store  an  abundance  of  vitality  and  natural  stamina  for 
resisting  diseases,  which  the  young  and  more  tender  wood  of  the  June  budded 
trees  does  not  have,  due  to  its  very  short  growing  life  before  being  taken  from 
the  nursery  row. 

These  are  simple  facts  which  can  be  readily  substantiated  and  which  every 
planter  should  consider  before  buying  his  trees.  It  is  true  that  June  budded 
peach  trees  are  usually  cheaper,  but  can  you  afford  to  delay  the  development  of 
your  orchard  for  one  or  two  dollars  per  acre?  (This  usually  represents  the 
difference  in  the  cost  of  the  two  types  of  trees).  Remember,  your  trees  are  the 
smallest  cost  you  have  in  the  development  of  your  orchard.  Plant  Bountiful 
Ridge  grown  yearling  peach  trees  this  year.  With  our  existing  low  prices  we 
believe  you  will  see  the  logic  of  the  above  statement  and  plant  yearling  trees.
